Further, the present invention provides an image forming device equipped with a cleaning 
blade for removal of an untransferred toner remaining on a surface of an image bearing member, 
wherein the cleaning blade is a cleaning blade which comprises [[a]] fine particles attached to a 
surface of at least a portion thereof to come into contact with the image bearing member in an 
amount of 1 to 10 mg/cm 2 .

Furthermore, the present invention provides an image forming method making use of an 
image forming device equipped with a cleaning blade for removal of an untransferred toner 
remaining on a surface of an image bearing member, wherein a cleaning blade, which comprises [[a]] 
fine particles attached to a surface of at least a portion thereof to come into contact with the image 
bearing member in an amount of 1 to 10 mg/cm 2 , is used as the cleaning blade, and a spherical toner 
is used as a toner. 
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
